GLADSTONE MUST GO, 


The Ministry Defeated in Their N- 
forts to Increase the Duty 
on Spirits. 


By a Vote of 264 to 252 the Budget 
Was Rejected on the See- 
ond Reading. 


Confident Rumors that Gladstone Will 
Resign TodayGreat Joy of 
‘the Parnellites, 


Lonpon, June 8.—In the House of Commons 
this afternoon Mr. Childers, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, announced that the Government 
had decided not to refund to the taxpayers the 
amount of the increased duties on spirits paid 


finally decided on, because consumers had been 
charged higher rates after the announcement 
of the original increase. The Government 
would, however, Mr. Childers stated, cause an 
inquiry to ascertain whether there are suff 
cient reasons to modify this decision. 

Mr. Childers had no ‘sooner done explaining 
the Goverument's reason for not at present 
refunding the tax than the Rt.-Hon. Sir 
Michael Edwards Hicks-Beach, Conservative, 
rose quickly and asked why it was that a Lib- 
eral Government which ought to be economical 
had to resort to extreme forms of taxation in 
order to meet an extraordinary expenditure of 
2100, 000.000. The question was greeted with 
cheers from the Tory benebes. Sir Michael 
went on and denounced the increased duty on 
spirits. He said the repeigts from spirts were 
already decreasing. He thought a 
small increase in the duty on tea 
would have deen wiser and much 
more profitable. The Government, 
he continued, should have raised tne duty on 
wine, because wine was no more a necessity of 
life than beer or spirits. Sir Michael coucluded 
by moving that the proposed increase in duty 
on beer and spirits was inequitable, in the ab- 
sence of a corresponding addition to the duties 
on wine, 


Mr. John K. Cross, Under Secretary for India, 
spoke for the Government in answer to a num- 
ber of questions concerning the attacks re- 
ported to have been made on the Govern- 
ment by Gen. Sir Peter Lumsden. Mr. Cross 
assured the House that Sir Peter, since 
his arrival in London, had disavowed any 
intention to attack the Government, 
and did not consider himself responsible for 
the incorrectly reported utterances attributed 
to him by journalists inclined to misrepresent 
him. Mr. Childers moved the second reading 
of the budget, and in his supporting speech ex- 
plained that of the total increase in the beer 
and spirits duties England pays seven-ninths, 
Scotiand one-ninth, and Ireland one-ninth. 

Sir Charles Dilke supported the budget. He 
said that tea was already taxed enough. A 
further taxon wines would not be very pro- 
auctive and would injure colonial trade. - 

Sir Stafford Northcote and others having 
spoken, Mr. Gladstone arose to reply. He 
thought that the Opposition were creating a 
precedent which they would regret. when 
they came into power again. The pres- 
ent wine 


the trade many millions annually. It would 
be most impolitic to increase the duty on wine 
unless on the most extreme pressure. The 
Government was compelled to raise money 
in view of the impending danger to the 
Empire—a danger whien even now he 
was unabie to say had passed away. The Op- 
position caviled at the mode of raising the 


| money without suggesting an alternative. Tea 


wculd require an additional tax of three pence 
per pound to produce the same amount, thus 
raising the duty 75 per centon an innocent bev- 
erage. The Government had to choose between 
alcoholic liquors and tea and sugar. They 
would accept the issue of the vote as one of 
life or death, and did not envy those who, if 
they gained a victory, would have to bear the 
consequences. Mr. Gladstone’s remarks were 
received with prolonged cheers. 


THE GOVERNMENT DEFEATED. 

The Government was defeated on che second 
reading, the budget being rejected—264 to 252. 
When the result was announced Lord Randolph 
Churchill and Mr. Parnell juaped up oa their 
seats ana enthusiastically waved their hats, and 
the cheering was renewed. 

Thirty-nine Parneilites and all the Conserva- 
tives voted with the majority. The minority 
inciuded Sir Michael Bass, the brewer, and sey- 
eral Irish Liberals. Although strong whips 
nad been issued many Government supporters 
were absent. 


When the result of the division was an- 
nounced Mr. Gladstone, who had been leaning 
forward in his seat and cynically smiling, 
started, turned pale, and clutched nis 
hands nervously together. The House 
immediately became a babel of confusion, 
members yelling, stamping, and waving hats, 
neckties, and handkerchiefs. A tumultuous 
cheer came from the galleries, and Speaker 
Peel vainly howled for order. The Parnellites 
pointed at Gladstone and yelled: ‘That 
is the price of coercion!’’ “Down with 
Buckshot Forster!“ Remember Myles Joyce!” 
Mr. Gladstone arose to move an adjournment, 
but stood in his place fully a minute before he 
could de heard. The Commons was immediate- 
ly adjourned. It is rumored that Gladstone 
will visit the Queen tomorrow and tender bis 
resignation. The Cabinet has been sum- 
moned to meet today. 

NEWSPAPER COMMENT. 

The Times in an ediiorial says: The resigna- 
tion of the Cabinet in the present condition of 
affairs must not be hastily decided upon. 
It is the Governments duty to con- 
sider whether such a course would 
not be a wrong to the country. The 
financial modus vivendi might easily be ar- 
ranged, abandoning the increase in the duties 
on beer and spirits, without leaving Childers a 
larger deficit to carry forward to the next 
budget than would have been the case if the 
£11,000,000 of the vote of credit had been spent 
instead of only £9,000, 000. 

The Standard, in an editorial, says: We can- 
not believe that the Ministers willi leave office. 
They have received a mortal stroke, but 
they must, whether they like it or 
not, agree to linger op until the gener- 
al election.

SOUTHERN UTES OFF THEIR RESERVATION 
A FIGHT NEAR STEIN’S PASS—A RANCH 
RAIDED—THE INDIANS HEADED FOR MEX- 
Ico, 

DENVER, Colo., June 8.—Congressman Symes | 
today received a telegram from citizens of La 
Plata County, Colorado, in which it is stated 
that Southern Ute Iudians are off the reserva- 
tion in great numbers, and threaten to prevent 
stockmen from rounding up the cattle on the 
ranges. The message says the Utes are mov- 
ing westward, and danger to lives and property 
is imminent. Citizens implore the Government 
to send instant relief. Judge Symes forwarded * 
this message to the President this evening, and 
asks that troops from Fort Lewis be sent at 


once to the scene of danger, and adds that, un- 


less prompt protection is afforded, the fright- 
ful holocaust of New Mexico will be repeated 
on the soil of Colorado, 

LorpsspurGe, N. M., June 8.—A scouting‘ 
party of cowboys, under the leadership of 
Capt. Chenowith, had a fight with Indians near 
Stein’s Pass. Theyrouted the reds, killed two 
bucks, and captured a papoose, which was

Demina, N. M., June 8.—Last night a small 
band of Indians raided Scott White's ranch in 
Wood Cafion, Chiricahua Mountains, ten miles 
southeast of San Simon Station. They killed, 
some beef cattle ana drove off all his horses. 
The hostiles ascend high peaks in the day- 
time, get an accurate idea of the position and 
movements of the troops, and at night make a 
march of forty or fifty miles, taking what 
horses and stock they require from ranches 
en route, The Indians are all heading for 
Mexico. It is thought nearly the whole band, 
130 odd, who left the reservation, are now 
south of the Southern Pacific Railroad. Gen. 
Crook is making preparations to follow the 
renegades into Sierra Madres with Indian 
scouts and necessary troops, to conduct a cam- 
paign against them until either captured or 
exterminated.

An Impression im Springfield that 
the Investigation Will Not 
Prove a Farce.

Haines and His Followers Fearful 
¢ the Storm Will Burst Over 
Their Heads. 


Prospective Legislation Status of the 
“Soaked” Goods Bill—In the In- 
terest of Bookmakers. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., June 8.—[Special. |——There 
is a very uneasy crowd of Legisiators in 
Springfield tonight. An impression bas got 
abroad that the investigation may not prove a 
farce after ali the efforts to cast ridicule upon 
it. The anxiety of the persons subpoenaed 
to evade service has convinced every one that 


legislative honor, and that extraordinary et- 
forts will be made to shield them. The topic 
of discussion today has been for the most part 
the canal claims. This is because of the iu- 
terview with Representative McDonaid of 
Jacksonville ir one of his home pa- 
pers. The details he gives there of 
the tempting fee of $35,000 which was offered 
for favorable action on the steal have been 
known for some time to his friends here. Half 
a dozen members here can tell stories of simi- 
lar inducements held out to them, while a great 
many more wbo were not on either the Claims 
or Appropriations Committee can relate at how 
much their votes were rated in the open House. 
Representative McDonald is one of the Lnvesti- 
gating Committee, and it is a safe presumption 
that be does not propose to allow any white- 
washing on the subject of which he has personal 
knowledge. The thought that members of the 
committee may be equally well informed con- 
cerning other matters of scandal has created 
something like a panic. With material already 
in their possession on which to base an inves- 
tigation, the pressure to render it harmless 
will prove of little avail. The action of the 
committee in the subpoenas issued Friday indi- 
cates that at least some of its members had 
valuable pointers on the persons who could 
give information, not only on the Canal 
Claims and Butterine bilis, but also con- 
cerning the telegraph and railroad meas- 
ures. The idea will be not to let any 
one subject monopolize attention, but it is 
likely that the canal busingss will not be passed 
by tomorrow. Attorney Crews, having accept- 
ed service, is expected to be on hand, and, 
after he has told what he does or does not 
know, Representative McDonald will probably 
add his testimony to the fund of canal knowl- 
edge. In connection with his interview, the 
Jacksonville paper names one of the Chicago 
members as the person who undertook to 
negotiate the business. If this member 
is present tomorrow he will presumably 
ask and be given the privilege of explaining 
his connection with the matter. It 
any of the Eigin Board of Trade people ap- 
pear, the bottom of this subject will soon be 
reached. Since the first developments the 
laugh bas been decidedly against the repre- 
sentatives of the dairymen, who took such in- 
terest in having butterine bills passed. It has 
not been supposed that the manufacturers and 
dealers in oveaginous compounds were entirely 
idle while this hostile legislation was going on, 
and it is said that the investigation cannot go 
very far without uncovering the means taken 
to kili the bill. The point of this statement is 
that rumor names two or three persons who 
had contracts with both the butterine and the 
dairy interests. 

Representative McDonald arrived this even- 
ing and was asked in regard to the reported in- 
ter view with him about the Canal Claims bill 
and the alleged Offer of $40,000 to secure his 
assistance in its behalt. He says that it was 
‘intimated to him by a person that $35,000 or 
$40,000 could be had out of the scheme if it 
went through,” but is not responsible for the 
connection of any member's name with the 
affair. 

THE TELEGRAPH BUSINESS. 

While a majority of the Investigating Com- 
mittee were not in Springfield today, those who 
were on band showed a great interest in the 
newspaper accounts of Doorkeeper Carson's 
fruitless efforts to serve F. H. Tubbs of the 
Western Union with the subpcena issued for 
him. The individual who acted as the watch- 
dog of the telegraph company’s office is one 
of Haines’ Lake County henchmen, and was, 
until recently, on the House pay-roill as a com- 
mittee oclerk. He was started off to Chi- 
cago, as soon as it was known that 
the Doorkeeper was going that way, under in- 
structions from the committee. If the Door- 
keeper has not succeeded in serving the sub- 
poena issued for Mr. Tubbs by tomorrow the 
committee will consider the circumstance 
somewhat strange. Their anxiety to have Mr. 
Tubbs before them is said to be in & measure 
due to the personal knowledge of one or two 
members who think he could aid them mate- 
rially in running the alleged biackmaliers 
down. No one questions his statement in Tue 
TRIBUNE that his name was not at- 
tached to the affidavit charging a mem- 
ber with offering to defeat the Telegraph 
bill for $2,000, but it is stated that his know!- 
edge of the facts therein related is considered 
worth divuiging. Another story is afloat to- 
night that a few weeks ago a member went to 


the Western Union office in Chicago and made 


a point-blank demand of $400 for his vote when 
the Telegraph dill came up. It is the truth of 
these stories that the committee want to get at, 
and they are therefore anxious for the codpera- 
tion of the telegraph officials whom it was 
sought to blackmail. 

HAINES AND HIS FOLLOWERS. 

The most nervous people here are the camp- 
followers of Haines. They are fearful that the 
storm will burst over the head of their boss 
and that they will suffer from his downfall. 
The Speaker himself is in a far trom happy 
frame of mind. Whatever policy he adopts the 
outcome is shrouded in uncertainty. His main 
effort at present is to build upa following of 
Republican members who will find some pre- 
text for balking the majority of their party.

| SOAKED GOODS. 

The Soaked-Goods bill—a bill which by its 
title declares its purpose to be the protection 
of *the public from imposition in relation to 
canned or preserved foo? ’=—has met with an 


experience in the Senate that is altogether too 


common with those measures that run counter 
to the interests of influential people. The 
easiet way of disposing of such bills is to lodge 
them in the pigeon-holes’of a committee-room 
and trust to time and the day of final adjourn- 
ment to settle their fate. Whether or not it is 
the purpose of the Senate Committee on 
Judicial Department to apply the smother- 
ing process, as it is called, to the bill in ques- 
tion may be disputea; but the history of its 
very neglected career since it fell into the 
hands of the committee certainly indicates 
that there has been no anxiety to rescue it 
from that danger. Itis known as House bill 
No. 260, and was passed by the body in which 
it originated something. over six weeks ago. 
It was reported tb the Senate April 23, and tour 
days later was read a first time and referred 
to the Committee on Judicial Department. 
Since that date, April 27, it has remained in 
the custody of the committee unacted upon, if 
not unconsidered. Shortiy after it was first 
received several wholesale grocers in Chicago 
telegraphed word to a couple of Senators that 
they desired to appear before the committee 
and present objections to the bill, and so asked 
its postponement. The request was granted, 
and after a stretch of time two or three rep- 
resentatives of the soaked goods industry 
came here and personally urged the mem- 
bers not to interfere with this branch 
of their business. If time would 
be given them they would send 
written arguments against the bill. The time 
seems to have been granted, but no arguments 
have been filed thus far, and, as the day oi ad- 
journment is near at hand, it is getting to be 
something of a question as to which will get 
here first. The proposed law is substantialiv 
the same as the recentiy-enacted New York 
statute on the same subject. 
AN ANNOTATED SCHEMBE. 

The scheme to secure an appropriation for 
the purpose of buying an annotated ediuon of 
the statutes, which falled in the House eariy 
in the session, was suddenly revived by Sen- 
ator White June 4. He Introduced a bill in the 
Senate which directs the Secretary of State to 
purchase copies of the public laws that are to 
be “edited and annotated by George W. Coth- 
ran, LL. D.“ The number to be bought is not 
fixed except by this language: The same 
number as is required by existing laws to be 
published of the public laws of this 
State.” The Secretary of State was asked how 
many this would be. He replied that, if it 
meant the same number that is printed of the 
session laws, it would be 8,000 copies: but, as 
there was no law regulating the number of the 
** public laws,“ exvept the act reiating to the 
revision of 1874, the bill probably referred to 
it, and would require 15,000 copies. As the 
proposed edition is to be in two volumes, and 
the price is fixed at $4.50 a volume, the cost to 
the State on the basis Of 15.000 copies would 
be $135,000. The same number of copies 
printed by the State witbout the annotations 
would cost, according to the Secretary of 
State, but $20,522. Thus it would seem the 
pill proposes to pay $114,678 for the notes of 
the editor. Ridiculous as this may seem, the 
bill has friends both in and out of the Legis- 
lature. Many of the country lawyers are 
among the latter, as well as some practical“

Sixty- 
five Senate bille are on third, eighty-three on 
second, and two on first reading in that body. 
In the House 632 bills have been introduced, 
192 have been tablod or otherwise 
definitly killed. Sixty-four bilis are 
in committees, as follows: Appropriations, 
20; Corporations, 10; Fish and Game, 10; 
Judicial Department and Practice, 10; Com- 
merce, 8: License, 8: Warehouses, 6; Municipal 
Corporations, 6; Drainage, 5; Education, 4: 
Claims, 8; Railroads, 8; Revenue, 2: Judt. 
ciary, 2; Roads and Hridges, 2; Banks and 
Banking, 2; Agricuiture, 2; and the following 
bave one bill each: Federal Relations, Eleo- 
tions, State Institutions, Mines, State and 
Municipal Indebtedness, Militia, Insurance, 
Fees and Salaries, and County and 
Township Organization; There are twenty- 
three House bills in the order of first reading, 171 
in the order of second reading, and on third 
reading 61. One hundred and seven Senate 
bilis have been reported to the House, of which 
2 passed, ll are on the order of first reading, 
18 on third, and 49 on second. The more im- 
portant Senate bilis in the House on order of 
third reading are the bill taxing telegraph com- 
panies 3 per cent on the gross receipts, regu- 
lating charges of telephone companies, and 
the general Primary Election bills.

by the man Gilmore is too preposterously faise 
toadmit of my submitting to an interview 
upon it. Whould you believe it, I haven't 
even read the sheet that published the story. I 
have grave doubts as to whether the story 
wasn't largely invented in the newspaper of- 
fice.’* 

Do you know Gilmore?” 

„No, I do not.“ 

Ini the published article be seems to have 
given a tolerably fair description of your per- 
sonnel.” 

**Gilmore may have known me without my 
knowing him.“ 

Did you receive an envelope containing 
election returns from any person the morning

Wich statement is sufficient to convince any 
person that knows anything about this office 
that the assertion is a lie made of whole cloth. 
It is true I have a vault in my department, in 
which are kept all the records of the office ex- 
cept election returns. The election re- 
turns were kept in the vauit at the 
extreme end of the hall opposit my 
window. THE TRIBUNE printed a diagram of 
this office when tne Mackin case was vefore 
the Federal grand jury, and I believe you are 
the manwho drew it. Well, the vault in 
the north end of the office was the one in 
which the ballots were kept, and I hadn’t the 
combination to it. Had I received the returns 
I couldn’t very easily have gotten them into 
their proper place without Chief-Clerk Gleason 
knowing something about it. But I have 
spoken to you more than I had intended on 
the subject, therefore you must excuse me 
from making further contradictions or answer- 
ing any more questions.” 

DWYER’S LETTER. 

At the time of the Mackin trial Gleason testi- 
fied on the stand that Clerk Riehl had told him 
(Gieason) that he 8 had given the combi- 
nation of the vault in which the returns were 
kept to Mr. Dwyer. This statement was after- 
wards affirmed by Leonard Swett, Gleason's 
attorney. After the story had been given out 
by the attorney Mr. Dwyer wrote the following 
letter to THe TRIRUxE, which was published at 
the time: 

CHICAGO, Feb, 23.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]—In 
reference to Mr. Gieason’s statement to Mr. Swett, 
quoted in THE TRIBUNE this morning in italics, 
that Biehl had told him Dwyer had the combination 
of the vault, permit me to say: ‘ 

1. That Gleason told substantially the same story 
in court under oath asin his private confession to 
Mr. Swett. 

2. That Gleason’s statements were flatly contra- 
dicted in the same court by the testimony of Mr. 
Ryan, Mr. Biehl, and myself. 

. That the jury. as indicated in its verdict, did 
not believe Gleason’s testimony, but put faith 
in the testimony which contradicted it. 

4. That Gleason confessed on the stand that he 
had sworn falsely before the grand jury, and that 
none of the witnesses who contradicted him have 
ever been compelled to make so humiliating and 
damaging an avowal. 

5. That the conviction of Gleason and the acquit- 
tal of Biehl under the circumstances ought to have 
more weight with the public than the unsupported 
statements of the former, eiter before or after 
the trial. 

Please notice that even Mr. Swett, who now be- 
lieves Gleason is innocent, is obliged to admit that 
he (Gleason) deceived him when first proposing to 
employ him as counsel. 

I have only to add to this statement my own per- 
sonal averment that I did not have the combina- 
tion to the vault when the ballots were abstracted, 


| though I had it some time before that period, and 


have had it since. I believe my simple declaration 
to this effect will have, with those who know both 
Mr. Gleason and me, and have remarked his con- 
tradictions. of himself during this investigation, 
more weight than will be accorded to his private 
conversation with his counsel. :

„Heavy set, olue eyes, sandy hair, and a 
sort of a reddish mustache.“ 

* Do you know where to locate him?” 

„He used to work, I think, about the corner 
of Madison and Halsted streets in some of the 
printing offices there: but I am not sure.“ 

Where is Flay now?“ 

„Dead. He died last January some time. I 
guess it was drink that killed him. He came 
of a respectable family, and a sister of his lives 
now near the Stock-Yards. This other Sulli- 
van isn’t the one who hired a press of me—it 
was a small Gordon jobber—tne night before 
the election. I think the only time I saw this 
other Sullivan was last Friday, when I was be- 
fore the grand jury. I met him in the hall.” 

Do you ever let your presses to strangers 
and then go away and leave them alone in the 
oflice?”’ : 

„Never.“ 

„ Thbey'd be apt to steal something, wouldn't 
they, or do some damage? 

„Most likely. They could steal stock or 
break a press or pi the cases.“ 

‘Sullivan was a stranger to you, you say?” 

** Yes, but Flay vouched for him.“ 

‘** But you don’t know whether Flay staid in 
the office alt the time he was here?“ 

No:; I couldn’t say as to that. 

During his cross-examination Feb. 17 last at 
the trial of Mackin, Titman testified that he left 
none of his workmen in his place the night of 
Nov. 3 last when he went away; but yesterday 
be stated that Flay was there when he went 
away. Flay's name bas never been mentioned 
by Titman before, except possibly in his testi- 
mony lately before the grand jury. It was not 
referred to by him at the trial, either on the 
direct or crose examination. Flay being dead, 
Titman thought perhaps it would do no good. 
Titman was very positive when talking yester- 
day in characterizing Gilmore as a liar in every- 
thing in the affidavit referring to him (Titman). 
Titman said further that be had been offered 
help in the matter of counsel, but had refused 
it, preferring to fignt the matter through him- 
self, and this he proposes to do. 

JOHN B. JEFFERY. 

Mr. John B. Jeffery’s attention being called 
to that portion ct Charles Emory Gilmore’s tes- 
timony published in yesterday’s TRIBUNE 
about bis (Gilmore’s) negotiation with an em- 
ployé of the Jobn B. Jeffery Printing Company 
to engrave a Republican ticket with Brand's 
name on for State Senator sometime before 
the trial, Mr. Wetfery said he had no doubt 
such an attempt had been made, He had an 
impression of that kind. for sometime. He 
was proud to say, however, that none of bis 
employés bad been corrupted. He believed 
from what be had learned that more than one 
of his employés had been approached by this 
fellow Gilmore in relation to the circumstances 
be describes, ‘I believe.“ said Mr. Jeffery, 
that Gilmore is telling the truth as far as it 
relates to his attempt to get sqme of my en- 
ployés to Sip out Mackin. Iam glad, how- 
ever, to be able to state that my employés, 
whom I always regard as gentlemen, and who 
are certainly good mechanics, are honorable 
and faithful to their trust and duty.“ Mr. Gay, 
Mr. Jeffery's foreman, corroborated the state- 
ment made by bis employer. He heard that 
some ot the men employed under him had been 
approached by a person corresponding to Gil- 
more’s description about the date named in the 
affidavit. Mr. Martin Dunne, an engraver, 
answered to the description given by Gilmore. 

John G. McMillan, an engraver employed by 
Mr. Jeffery, said be had been approached by 
Gilmore in reference to the plate. He de- 
scribed Gilmore as a thick-set fellow with fair 
hair, who spoke with a German accent. He 
heard Dunne speak about the matter also. 

Mr. Gay said Gilmore had done odd jobs 
around the establishment, such as moving 
rubbish. He had never been regularly em- 
ployed, and was considered a sort of roustabout. 


DUNNE, 

Mr. Martin Dunne was seen at his home in 
Lake View, just outside the city limits. He 
is a fine looking young feilow and told his 
story frankly and freely: ‘* Yes, he said, I 
was approached by Gilmore—I didn't know 
that was his name. We called him Charley.“ 
He did some chores for us. A person named 
Pete Conley pointed me out to him as an en- 
graver. He told me he wanted an engraver 
who would swear in favor of Mackin in the 
trial then approaching. 1 toid him I was not 
his man, he should go to some other shop.“ 

Did he say that Mackin wanted an engraver 
to help him out?“ 

„He certainly did. But I refused to have 
anything to do with bim. The fact is, I get out 
large posters. I am not practiced in fine work. 
I, as indignantly as I could, refused to help 
out Joe Mackin.”’ 


HEMMERSBACH THE EXPRESSMAN. 

A. Hemmersbach, the expressman mentioned 
by Gilmore in his affidavit, published in Tus 
TRIBUNE yesterday morning, as having been a 
witness to meetings between himself and 
Joseph C. Mackin at or near the corner of Mon- 
roe and Dearborn streets about three weeks or 
so before the latter's trial, was seen by a re- 
porter at his residence, No. 27 Clarinda street, 
last night. Clarinda is a very short street, a 
block in length, running east and west from 
Ashiand avenue, just north of Chicago avenue. 
When asked about the matter Hemmersbach 
said: ‘** Yes, I remember Gilmore. He used 
to hang around the corner of Monroe 
and Dearborn streets and give the feilers 
a lift every now and then and did odd jobs. 
As to my having heard any conversation be- 
tween him and Mackin, though, he’s wrong. 
I know Mackin,when I see him. I read Gilmore’s 
affidavit in the newspapers today. I don't re- 
member seeing Mackin and Gilmore talking to- 
gether more than once, and that was about the 
time Gilmore refers to in his affidavit. Mackin 


was passing along Monroe street, but whether 


going east or west I cannot say. Gilmore was 
talking to me and several other expressmen 
when he saw Mackin and called to him. He 
ran across the street and stopped and talked 
to him, aboutin front of the American Ex- 
press Office, but 1 couldn't hear, of course, 
what they said, being on the opposit side of 
the street.

OFF GOES A HEAD IN ILLINOIS. 

The ax bas begun to fall in Illinois and the 
men who are assumed to know most about the 
policy of the Administration predict that the 
Marshalship will be settled this week. United 

; States District-Attorney Connolly of the South- 
ern District was today suspended and Gustavus 
Van Hoorbecke appointea to succeed him. The 
appointment of Van Hoorbecke was as much 
of @ surprise as the removal of Connolly. The 
latter has expressed a willingness to resign this 
fall, and, as his commission has a considerable 
time to run, that was considered a concession, 
but the office was wanted and Maj. Connolly is 
removed pending charges. The charges relate 
to some statements which somebody, responsi- 
dle or not, has made relative to the manner in 
which the fee bilis of the office have been ren- 
dered. Connolly's friends insist that the 


‘fate 


excuse for the removal. Connolly has strong 
Friends among the [llinois Senators, and they 
Will see to it that no imijustice is done him. 
Nearly all the Congressmen from the Southern 
2 districts had individual candidates for this 
plece. Townshend, in whose district Van 
Hoorbecke lives, proposed the successful appli- 
cant and was very vigorous in bis support. The 
rest of the Congressmen will not oppose him. 
There were at least ten candidates for the 
place, some of whom, like Orendorff, had strong 
indorsements. The Von Hoorbecke case was 
one in which the largest budget of papers car- 
ried off the prize. Of the dozen applicants 
none had so formidabie a budget of indorse- 
ments. He bad letters from Townshend, Ly- 
man Trumbull, Carter Harrison, and Gen. 
Sparks; sixty members of the Illinois Legis- 
lature, all the Judges of the State Supreme 
Court, as well as Judges Snyder, Phillips, 
Watts, Conge, Crawford, Hoff, Gilmore, Treat, 
Parke, Vandever, Jones, and Wail, and Speaker 
Haines. 

Says Tae Trisune’s Springfield (III.) cor- 
respondent: ‘** As one of the local Democrats 
puts it, the appointment of Van Hoorbecke to 
the United States Attorneyship for the Soutb- 
ern Illinois District strikes the Democrats 
all ina heap.

Says a Cheyenne, Wyo., dispatch: The ap- 
pointments by the Presideut of Campovelil as 
United States Attorney and Carr as United 
States Marshal for this Territory meet with 
the unanimous approval of the people of Wy- 
oming. Both are first-class men, and especially 
fitted for the positions they have been ap- 
pointed to fill. The President's action in se/ect- 
ing two of Wyoming's old cilizens for impor- 
tant positions bere is a source of great satisfac- 
tion and rejoicing throughout the Territory.” 

Gen. W. S. Rosecrans, the recently-appointed 
Register of the Treasury, assumed the duties 
of that office this morning. 

Absalom C. Phillips, Receiver of Public 
Moneys at Harrison, Ark., and Albert Marsh, 
Receiver of Public Moneys at Vancouver, W. 
T., have resigned. 

Since the publication of the opinion of At- 
torney-General Garland to the effect that In- 
dians could not legally discharge the duties of 
Postmasters, quite a number of ietters have 
been received at the Post-Office Department 
from Indian Postmasters, written in excelient 
style and showing that the writers were men of 
good business ability, tendering their resigna- 
tions. Another phase of the question has been 
presented by communications to the Depart- 
ment in bebalf of white men who married In- 
dian wives and were adopted into the different 
tribes of the Indian Territory. They state that 
they have become members of the tribes and 
assisted in councils, and wish to know if they 
are affected by the Attorney-General's deci- 
sion. The legal aspect of their case is now 
under examiuation by the department. 

Thore is to bea new movement in the matter 
of the Louisiana Federal offices, but it can no 
longer be said that there is any considerable 
contest. The declaration of war by Senator 
Eustis is undoubtedly to be regarded as a sur- 
render of the patronage of the State to the 
Jonas faction. The followers of Eustis here, 
however, say that he is in earnest and that the 
war which be declared on leaving for Europe 
will be renéwed upon his return. 

The scope of the Tenure-of-Office act, which 
has been so often discussed, is not vompre- 
hended by many of che people who want 
placed under the Administration. During the 
recess of Congress the President has the power 
to suspend any officebolder and appoint his 
successor, subject to the consent of the Senate 
when it meets. Should the Senate reject the 
new nominee, such rejection does not restore 
the suspended official to his old place. For a 
time this was the case, but it is so no longer. 
Should the Senate reject any of the President's 
nominations he simply is required to make au- 
other appointment or leave the office in con- 
trol of the subordinate authorized to act in the 
absence of his chief. 

The Memphis correspondont of Tre TrRIB- 
UNE says: At last the Postmastership of 
Memphis is settled. The successor of J. H. 
Smith, the present incumbent, has been de- 
termiued upon, and Mr. J. N. Fowlkes is the 
lucky individual. Ooi. Josiah Patterson re- 
ceived a letter today from Senator Harris in 
which he states his intention to recommend 
Mr. Fowlkes. This decision was de- 
termined by the length of the petition 
which favored Fowlkes as against those 
advocating Col. J. M. Keating, Capt: J. 
H. Mathes, and Robert Looney. It was 
generaliy thought that Col. Keating, one o! 
the editors of the Appeal, would receive the 
Senator’s indorsement, as his paper has al- 
ways been the organ of the Democratic party 
for this division of the State, and that ieaity to 
party entitied him to the first consideration.”

CHOLERA APPBARS ON THE QUETTAH RAIL- 
WAY—THE EPIDEMIC IN SPAIN.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 8.—The Surgeon- 
General of the Marine Hospital Service has 
notified the health officer at Baltimore and the 
officer in chatge of the quarantine station at 
Cape Charles that the ship Jupiter left Valen- 
cia, Spain; where the cholera is epidemic, the 
25th of April, bound for Baltimore. 

The Seeretary of State has received a dis- 
patch from the Consul-General at Loudon say- 
ing there is no foundation for the rumor of an 
outbreak of cholera in England. 

New Tonk, June 8.—([Special.]—Health- 
Officer Smith, Emigration-Commissioners Starr 
and Stepbenson, and the agents of the steam- 
ships Polynesia and Weser held a consultation 
today at Castle Garden in regard to the dis- 
posal bf the immigrants on the two vessels 
mentioned, who have been detained at quaran- 
tine since Wednesday last. It was arranged to 
send them to Ward’s Island tomorrow. The 
Weser and Polynesia will then be fumigated, 
after which they will be allowed to come upto 
their docks. Heaith-Officer Smith will keep the 
immigrants under careful observation at their 
new quarters for several days. Three of the 
Weser's passengers died from ordinary causes 
during the voyage and thirty-two in dll have 
been sent to the hospital since the vessel's 
arrival.

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A SLIPPERY PRISONER. 
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J. J. Calvert Oleverty Puts a Chi- 
Skips the Train. 


A Strange Seene Witnessed by a Dozen 
Passengers on the Lake 
Shore Road. 


Upon Waking Up the Officer Does Some 
Lively Telegraphing and Re- 
captures His Man. 


At one time yesterday, according to the story 
of an observer, it was thought that there is no 
truth in the report that J. J. Calvert, the young 
man arrested in New Tork for forgery, 
would be brought to Chicago to an- 
swer for a e¢rime committed here. 
It was then more iikely that he would 
join the American colony in Canada, 
buy a title, figure in- the Dominion Pariia- 
ment, and vehemently object to the cession of 
the Dominion to the States.“ The reason 
for this was that he was committed to the care 
of a Chicago detective for transportation 
westward. ‘**Chicago,detectives and their pris- 
oners are soon parted,” said Taz TRIBUNE'S 
informant yesterday—a fact frequently made 
evident to the reading) public. 

Calvert is the young man who, it is said, 
married Genie Blair, the actress, that he might 
be supported in lordly style. Finding her 
income insufficient be went back to his old 
tricks and was caught—an incident which ma- 
terially marred the honeymoon joyousness. 
The duty of escorting the prisoner to this city 
devolved upon James Wiley, one of the 
city force of detectives. He went to 
New York Friday night, presented his 
papers, ferriea the prisoner to Jersey 
City Saturday, and took a section in a 
sleeping-car, being careful meanwhile to hand- 
cuff Calvert, who appeared to feel his disgrace 
keenly. His tashionable clothmg, faun less in 
shade, texture, and cut, did not show off to good 
advantage with the shackies; besides, they 
attracted the attention ot the curious passen- 
gers, among whom it soon became known that 
Calvert was one of their number. Be 
fore they had been seaied half an hour 
Calvert began telling his story. He talked 
long and well, and to the purpose, for before 
many miles had been traveled the detective, it 
is said by a passenger, removed the steel 
cuffs, which were beginaing to cruelly make 


themselves felt in the prisoner's sott flesh. 
That night they occupied the same berth, and 
early next morning after a hearty breakfast 
Calvert resumed his story, which seemed to 
possess a wonderful interest for the humane 
Chicago officer—at least so say the passen- 
gers. ' 

Early this morning two fresh passengers 
boarded the car. They were respectably 
dressed, and their every movement showed 


them to be cultured men of the 
worla, They took seats in the see- 
tion next to that occupied by the 


prisoner, upon wbom they looked compassiou- 
ately. A Chicago woman who occupied the 
section, well-known and ofeminent respecta- 
bility, and who tells the story to Taz TrRIB- 
UNE, objected to the presence of the two 
strangers in ber seats. 

“We hope you will pardon this 
intrusion, madame, said one of them po- 
litely; but you will conter a great favor upon 
us if you will allow us to remain where we 
are. We will leave the train soon, and will try 
to inconvenience you as little as possible.“

She allowed them to remain and in some 
way she identitied the two with the prisoner, 
whom she had been watching closely. When 
she saw an interchange of signs she exhibited 
no surprise, though she determined to 
note every detail, as an escape was no doubt 
to be attempted. Tne interested woman says 
that Calvert soon arose and made his way to 


the smokers’ compartment, return 
in a few minutes with a g! 
of something that resembled whisky. 
Would the detective have a drink? He would. 


And he would have another, because it was 
good. The woman saw Caivert produce a long 
bottle and a pocket-flus k. and for an hour pour 
whisky into a glass and exchange question 
able stories with the detective, who turned out 
to be of a convivial nature. The passengers, 
however, all deeply interested in the proceed- 
ings, noticed that Calvertthrew his whisky out 
ofthe window iustead of drinking it, though 
he gave every evidence of extreme drunken- 
ness. In fact, he proposed to execute a song 
and dance, but when be found that be was too 
drunk, suggested that the detective do it. But 
be, also, was too far gone, offering 
as a compromise that he tell a funny story. 
His tongue was thick and uncontrollabie, and 
he evinced a desire to take a nap. Cal- 


vert suddenly found strength enough 
to bustle around and get a pi 
low and tenderiy prop the  officer’s 
head up in a comfortable corner. His solici- 


tude for his keeper's welfare was enough to 
touch tender chords inevery passenger’s breast, 
aud the two strangers in the adjoining section 
were noticeably affected. Then Calvert suddenly 
straightened up and fanned the flies off the 
sleeping officer’s red face, and placed a hand- 
kerchief over his head in tue vain effort to 
suppress his sonorous snoring, which rattled 
the car-windows. . 
PREPARING FOR A DEPARTURE. 

After attending to all these little details with 
regard to the offlicer’s comfort, Calvert drew a 
long breath and cast a triumphant glance 


around the car. He did not try to 
conceal: the tact that he had simu- 
lated drunkenness and had led the 


detective intoa trap from which he would not 
emerge without at least the loss of his tail of 
giory if not his head of official authority. The 
passengers smiled back an intimation that it was 
none of their business and then settied down to 
watching tne next move with a great deal of 
interest, It came when Culvert facetiously 
pinched the official's nose and ordered the 


porter to fetch his overcoat, hat, canes 
and satchel. Taking tne porter’s 
whisp he carefuliy brushed every 


speck of dust from his clothing and wiped his 
silk hat, interspersing these actions with such 
remarks as ** good-by, old fellow. I get off at 
the next station, you know.” Glad I met you, 
old boy, I'll send you my address next week, 
and the sig won't be forged, either.“ Have 
another drink?

The passengers could 
not wake him, so the porter made up his 
berth and put him to bed. The two strangers, 
after thanking their bostess, conveniently 
dropped off at the next station. 

All through the night Officer Wiley slept. 
gays THe TRIBUNE intormant. His sleep was 
sound, deep, and audible, and was pitched in 
the kep of F, lower cief. When he was finally 
aroused he rubbed his eyes and looked about 
for his prisoner. He was gone, and a 
look of utter hopeiesness passed over 
his face. A more disgusted man never lived. 
He heard his fellow-passengers’ derisive

THE AMERICAN BRIDGE WORKS SHUT DOWN. 

The American Bridge Works, Fortieth street 
and Stewart avenue, have suspended. When 
running a full force the works gave employ- 
ment to about 800 men. A reporter for Tur 
TRIBUNE called upon Mr. Henry A. Rust of the 
firm of Rust & Coolidge yesterday to ascertain 


which are controlled by bis firm. The works 
ciosed a week ago Saturday night last, and va- 
rious rumors have been circulated ag to the 
cause. Mr. Rust said: “The works 
have closed for a very simple reason—the 
lack of orders. We had on hand some con- 
tracts when they closed, which we placed in 
the East, as has been stated, but not on ac- 
count of any ‘difficulty —at least no financial 
difficulty. I presume in this respect we are in 
as good condition as any of our competitors, 
but the works are extensive and to run them 
profitably there should be a larte volume 
of business. Our business bas been confined 
almost exclusively to the building of railroad 
bridges. For some time there have been no 
new roads building,and but littie work has 
been done on old ones. The volume of work 
has been steadily diminishiimz, and for some 
time we have had the matter of suspension un- 


der consideration. We decided several 
months ago to discontinue the bus 
ness, but in the meantime orders 


continued to come in, but not enough to em- 
ploy a full force. We have not placed any 
contracts elsewhere. The contracts are our 
own; our firm was not dissolved. We simply 
ordered material from other companies.’’

Tho figures in the Chicago statement are offi- 
ficial in each case, having been obtained by 
telegraph from the parties at the points named 
who are officially charged with the conduct of 


the statistics, and each of them has since been 


verified for the purpose of discovering: acci- 
dental error, in case such existed, which it did 
not, as none was found. It will be observed 
that the New York figures exhibit rather wide 
discrepancies, and none of them would seem 
to be official figures. Ia some cases—the 
minor ones—they have been evidently carried 
over from the week previous, and in such 
cases they would seem to have beeu made up 
approximately by taking the differences be- 
reported receipts and shi ments for 
each day at the different points. It has 
previously been stated in Tan TRIBUNE 
that the reports of daily movements may cor- 
respond pretty closely with the actual quanti- 
ties on band at any given time at the smaller 
points where the movement can be watched by 
one man, but that in a place like Ch it is 
absolutely impossible. The Mot re- 
ceipts and ehipments at this city cannot be 
made up synchronously for any particular day 
or set of days, the statistics on some of the 
avenues of traffic being persistently behind the 
rest, while it is well known that the reported 
movement by rail is in nearly all cases made 
up from the way-bills and not from the actual 
movement of the produce. These ls rep- 
resenting receipts in the city may arrive as 
much as severai days before the grain actually 
arrives, and a smaller difference of time not in- 
frequen occurs with reward to the ship- 
ments. statement of stocks in store in 
Chicago tor each week are made by a State 
official called the Registrar, whose duty it is to 
make the compilation from actual comparison 
of the quantities of grain moved into the ele- 
vators and out of them during the weex. This 
statement of grain in siore at Chicago, there- 
fore, estimates all the differences above re- 
ferred to, and the only objection to which it 
may be open in a commercial point ot view is 
that it does not always tell how much grain is 
waiting on the tracks to go into store, or how 
much is undef orders to de 
out but not actually loaded 
or vessels from the _ elevators. But 
with regard to these two points it may be said 
that grain not already received into store is 
not available for delivery on contracts, and 
that grain under orders to move out is subject 
to a cancellation of such order in case the 
owner should prefer to hold it back for deliv- 
ery on contracts in this market. The quantity 
in store as Officially reported is therefore ex- 
actly the quantity which is at the command of 
the speculative trade at the close of each week, 
which seems to: be just the information that is 
wanted by the speculative trade, for whose use 
and benefit tne statements of visible supply 
are supposed to be compiled. 
It is matter of common report that Mr. 


Walker does not wait tor the official statement | 


of grain in store at the important point of Chi- 
cago before making bis weekly compilation, 
and bence his guesses have not infrequently 
been several hundreds of thousands of bushe/s 
away from the fact, but it is matter for some 
surprise that be avoids the labor of verification 
for the statement which is Officially published 
in a paper known as the New York Produce 
Eachange Weekiy. It may be fairly presumed 
that the Chicago figures arrive there by 
mail not later than Wed and they might 
be telegraphioally obtained Tuesday, but they 
do not seem to be used either way. It is not 
ungenerous to say that people in trade here 
cannot uttach importance to the New York 
statement so long as its compiler seems to per- 
sistently ignore the necessity for anything like 
accuracy in regard to the stocks of grain at 
Chicago. So long as one-third of the visible 
supply onthe continent is found in the ele- 
yators at the head of Lake Michigan the 
quantities there are too important to be made 
the subject of a mere guess when anything 
like accuracy is desired in the totals. 


A REMARKABLE CASE. 


IHE DELICATE AND DANGEROUS WORK OF

** HARRISON’S ATONEMENT.” 
Under the above title the New York Trib- 


une prints a dispatch from Chicago declaring 


that the recent order to suppress gambling 

in this city is the forerunner of Mayor Har- 
rison’s impulse for a sweeping reform, and 

that it is his purpose to purify the city be- 

fore he surrenders his office”; that, among 

other things, he intends to enforce the Sun- 

day laws and close up the barrooms Sun- 

day.” " 

Various other delusive dispatches of a sim- 
ilar purport have been sent from this city to 
newspapers in other cities, which simply 
go to show that the outside newspapers for 
the most part employ Chicago correspond- 
ents Who know nothing of the city ordinances 
about which they write. ‘ 

There is no ordinance in this city requiring 
the saloons to close Sunday or authorizing 
the Mayor to close them, and hence it is not 
easy to understand how Mayor Harrison 
could enforce one even if he were so dis- 
posed. Twelve years ago an agitation was 
started to repeal the old ordinance which pro- 
hibited selling liquor in Chicago Sunday, and 
which had existed twenty-five years. A Peo- 
ple’s party was organized and Colvin was 
elected Mayor by 11,000 majority and a ma- 
jority of the Council on the repeal issue. One 
of the first acts of that Administration was to 
repeal all ordinances probibiting the sale of 
liquor Sunday and making no distinction as 
to days, but forbidding saloons to keep open 
after 12 o’clock at night, which latter rule 
Harrison has never enforced or paid any at- 
tention to. 

All this talk about Harrison's Atone- 
ment” is sheer nonsense, Harrison is not 
of the atoning kind, ‘The motive for issuing 
the order to close the gambling-houses is 
perfectly well understood, and by nobody 
better than the gamblers themselves. The 
latter have without exception manifested a 
desire to comply with the mandate, though 
they have fought the police tooth and nail 
whenever an effort has been made in the past 
to drive them out of business. Just now 
they are disposed to accommodate Mr. Har- 
rison for a few weeks. Not only is his Ad- 
ministration in bad odor, but his title to the 
office is in dispute. He thinks it desirable to 
secure some popular sympathy during the 
contest which is to be made, and he wants to 
create the impression that he will introduce 
some reforms if permitted to hold on two 
years longer. But the deception is very 
thin; nobody believes he is in earnest. The 
gamblers will resume business at the old 
stands just as soon as Carter is out of the 
woods,” and itis simply ridiculous to talk 
about his interfering in any way, Sunday or 
any other day, with the saloonkeepers or 
their privileges. Not even death-bed re- 
pentance is to be expected from Carter Har- 
rison. 


BRITISH ENTHUSIASM OVER PHELPS 
According to all accounts the new Amer- 
ican Minister, Mr. Phelps, is having a famous 
reception at the Court of St. James, and, in- 
deed, all through the aristocratic circles of 
London. The enthusiasm is fairly exubérant. 
But why should it be so in such a marked de- 
gree? Certainly the English have known 
very little of Mr. Phelps heretofore. The 
only event of his life calculated to attract at- 
tention in England was his connection with 
the Emma Mine swindle, by which a number 
of confiding Britons were mercilesly duped 
and fleeced—losing some five millions of dol- 
lars, Indeed, even in this country, scarcely 
a soul outside of Vermont knew anything or 
had ever heard of Phelps up to three months 
ago. How is it, then, that all of a sudden he 
becomes so much of a lion in London? 


was threatening such dan; 
with English interests. felt relieved 
National party, and are glad to be reminded 
of it now in the appearance of Mr. Phelps. 
There would have been no such rejoicings 
over a Minister sent to the English Court by 
Mr. Blaine, however eminent he might be. 

It was the same in this country. Every 
pro-English doctrinaire or aping dude was 
opposed to Blaine. Every man who was En- 
glish in his affections or his interests voted 
for Cleveland. Naturally, therefore, there is 
much joy at the head centre of such influ- 
ences over the appearance of Mr. Cleveland’s 
Democratic Minister. They know that Phelps 
will do them no harm. He represents a list- 
less, do-nothing policy that will never ad- 
vance American interests the slightest de- 
gree as against British competition. More- 
over, in all his sentiments and political opin- 
ions Mr. Phelps is more of an Englishman 
than an American. In one of his essays a 
few years ago he'said: It is a common 
‘* saving that this is a Government of the peo- 
„% ple. That is a mistake. There never was 
‘fa government ſof the people.” He then 
proceeded to show that government is an af- 
fair altogether beyond common people and 
that it requires personal superiority—supe- 
‘“‘riority of natural capacity, superiority of 
“‘attainment—and it is time we have the 
sense to think so and the courage to do 
160 80. 

Now it is evident that Mr. Phelps will dis- 
cover in England an example of his Kind of 
government which rests on personal su- 
periority” so far at least as the privileged 
classes are concerned. Inthe British aris- 
tocracy he will find people who believe with 
him that a government of the people is im- 
possible,” and that the only proper thing is 
to have a nobility founded on real or pre- 
tended personal superiority.” The Phelps 
doctrine justifies every evil of the British 
system, and presents as the proper result of 
government a pampered aristocracy on one 
side and a plundered peasantry on the other 
—a balance between landlordism and labor. 
Harmless in his intentions and so much of a 
British flunkey in his political doctrines, it is 
no wonder the English aristocracy rejoices 
over Phelps—regardless of his Emma Mine 
record. Somewhat in contrast would have 
been the reception of a National Republican 
Minister such as ‘Blaine would have sent 
them, Nobody knows better than the En- 
glish Lords and Dukes that they have good 
reason to rejoice over Phelps. The enthu- 
siasm is no doubt perfectly sincere. 


ANOTHER LAW PRINTING JOB. 

Several. printing jobs are being sneaked 
through the Legislature, but one has almost 
escaped attention, tho it involves an unneces- 
sary and profligate expenditure of from 
$75,000 to $110,000 of public money. Itis 
contained in Senate bili NO. 469, introduced 
by Mr. George White in behalf of one Coth- 
ran, and provides that the State shall buy 
8,000 copies of a new edition of the Revised 
Statutes to be annotated with decisions and 
comments by a gentleman who believes him- 
self to be thoroughly equipped for the work.“ 
The annotation will swell the dimensions of 
the book to atleast two volumes, and it is 
thought that three volumes may be neces- 
sary. There isnothing in the bill to limit 
the number of volumes, but the State is re- 
quired to pay $4.50 per volume, and an extra 
allowance of $1,000 is made to the Secretary 
of State for a sort of official supervision of 
the work. If there should be two volumes 
the cost to the State would be $75,000, and if 
there should be three volumes the State 
Treasury would be plundered to the amount 
of $110,000. In either case it would be a 
very pretty job. 

That there is no demand or need for this 
enormous expenditure will be evident from 
the following statement of facts: The Re 
vised Statutes were published in 1874, and 
the new laws of the,State have been printed 
every two years. The State has had its 8,000 
copies. In addition to this a law-publishing 
firm in Chicago has printed biennial editions 
of the Revised Statutes, including the latest 
session laws, which are seld at $3 each. An- 
other law-publishing firm has also published 
in two volumes an annotated edition of the 
Revised Statutes recently, the second volume 
now going through the press, without asking 
the State to buy a single copy or in any way 
to contribute a dollar to the enterprise. It 
is evident, therefore, that there is no public 
need for such an edition as is proposed in the 
White-Cothran Senate bill. The only de 
mand is that which comes from the editor, 
the printer, and their associates, who want 
to extract from $75,000 to $110,000 out of 
the State Treasury. 

This simple exposure of the job ought to 
suffice to kill it. There are ample facilities 
now for ascertaining what the laws of the 
State are, and, so far as the taxpayers are 
concerned, it will be tantamount to throwing 
$75,000 to $110,000 in the fire to pass the 
proposed bill. | 


LOOKING FOR SCAPEGOATS. 

President White of Cornell recently re- 
marked in public that ‘‘it is an open secret 
that Mr. Hendricks is opposed to civil-service 
reform,” whereupon a Democratic paper at 
| St. Louis quickly pronounced this an un- 
qualifiedly false statement,” and Harper’s 
Weekly now retorts on the so-called Repub- 
liean“ with the declaration that President 
White is precisely corréct, and the Vice- 
President is in no sense of the term a friend of 
civil-service reform.” Really there is no ex- 
euse for all this controversy about Mr. Hen- 
dricks. According to his repeated statements 
he is in favor of some knd of reform in the- 
ory and opposed to all kinds in practice. He 
has declared in favor of a glittering general- 
ity known as reform, but practically the only 
way he knows of carrying it out is to dis- 
charge all Republicans from office and put in 
as many Democratic ward workers as possi- 
ble. Surely the mugwumps ought not to be 
lost in debate as to whether this is their kind 
of reform or not. 

Mr. Hendricks stands now just where he 
did a year ago on this question. The great 
and notable change in affairs consists in the 
effort of Cleveland and his Cabinet to get on 
the same platform with Hendricks, and yet 
if possible to avoid the appearance of so do- 
ing. At present the attempt is peculiarly 
difficult on account of the President’s cam- 
paign utterances. In his letter of agept- 
ance Mr. Cleveland said: The selection 
and retention of individuals in the public 
“* service should depend on their ascertained 
fitness.“ In his letter to the Reform 
League he said in regard to the great mass 
of administrative officials that ‘* removals 
should not be made during the terms for 
„ which they were appointed solely on par- 
“* tisan grounds, and for the purpose of put- 
ting in their places those who are in polit- 
“ical accord with the appointing power.” 
Such was the griginal contrast between the

FAILURE OF ARBITRATION BY STAT- 
UTE. 

The Massachusetts Legislature is consider- 
ing a bill for creating a State Board of Arbi- 
tration for the settlement of industrial differ- 
ences about wages. Its functions are to be 
advisory rather than mandatory. It pro- 
poses the appointment of a board of three 
Commissioners, to be selected by the Gov- 
ernor, whose duty it shall be to go whenever 
called upon and listen to a statement of the 
differences between employers and employés 
and offer its suggestions to either or both of 
the parties touching the matters in dispute. 

The despair of any such remedy for the 
settlement of disputes between these two 
classes is its utter want of binding force and 
the inability ot the board itself to correct the 
evils charged by either side. The most that 
such a board can do is to tender its advice 
after hearing the statements of both sides. 
In the first place, legislation cannot force 
parties to accept the plan of arbitration, and 
so long as this holds true there is 
nouse for such a board as that contemplated 
in Massachusetts, In almost every strike 
indifference on the one side is arrayed 
against ignorance on the other, and so long 
as this holds neither side will be likely to 
avail itself of the services of the board. Sup- 
pose on the other hand, however, that they 
did. So long as the decisions of the board 
are merely advisory one side or the other 
would be dissatisfied and refuse to accept 
the board’s award. Even if the authority of 
the board was mandatory it would not help 
matters, for then the parties to the dispute 
would not voluntarily go to it for relief. If 
alaw could be framed that gave the board 
arbitrary power, that compelled disputants to 
go before it and to abide by its decisions, as 
having all the binding force of those of a 
court, the arbitration principle might then 
prove an effective remedy; but unfortunately 
such a law would be an invasion of the per- 
sonal rights of both employers and employed 
that would not be tolerated by either and 
could not be enforced. Should the Massa- 
chusetts bill pass and become a law, the most 
that it would accomplish would be to set up 
a tribunal, as a third party, to which em- 
ployers and employés could go for advice 
which they would be free to follow or not, as 
they pleased. It would be no remedy for 
strikes, and the ‘grievances of labor and 
capital would continue. 

Pennsylvania has already had experience 
with an arbitration law which is even better 
than the Massachusetts one, as the board 
cannot act until beth parties have applied to 
it, in which case itis to be presumed that 
they would abide by its decisions, whereas 
in Massachusetts either party may go before 
the board with its grievances. And yet the 
Pennsylvania law has been a dead letter for 
the reason that neither party is obligated to 
accept the decisions of the board, tho both 
may have appealed to it. Even if one party 
should accept the other will not, and thus 
the quarrel remains exactly where it was 
when the disputants appealed. This failure 
is conspicuous just now. Thousands of iron- 
workers in Pennsylvania have seized the 
present opportunity, when the iron trade is 
dulier and flatter than it has been for a quar- 
ter of a century past, to go outon a strike. 
No attempt has been made to apply the ar- 
bitration law. Neitner the iron-manufactur- 
ers nor their workingmen have volunteered 
the suggestion to arbitrate their differences— 
the workingmen because they are too obsti- 
nate and too much under the influence of ig- 
norant leaders, and the employers because 
they are indifferent and will remain so until 
business can be resumed at a profit. 

The principle of arbitration always exists 
and can always be utilized if both sides are 
willing without any help from legislators. 
In any dispute which may now occur be- 
tween an employer and his employed, where 
both parties are disposed to compromise, 
there is nothing to hinder them from select- 
ing a referee on each side, these two to select 
a third, or umpire,and they can bind them- 
selves to abide by the findings of such: arbi- 
trators. It is the simplest and the most per- 
fect system of arbitration that can be devised. 
Hence there is really no need of any legisla- 
tion on the subject. | 


Tue French Chamber of Deputies has 
passed the Scrutin de Liste” bill with the 
amendment added to it in the Senate, that 
Princes of former reigning. families shall be 
ineligible as candidates for the Lower House. 
Thus the great measure upon which Gam- 
betta staked his office and lost has been 
passed under the leadership of M. Brisson, 
a much smaller statesman. The passage of 
this bill at the present time indicates that the 
Republicans think the Government is in more 
serious danger than it was in Gambetta’s 
time, and they have resorted to this move to 
strengthen and perpetuate the Republican 
majority. It aims an effectual blow at the 
district elections, or scrutin d’arrondissement, 
under which members are now elected, and by 
which the Chamber has been filled with fac- 
tionists of all descriptions who are enemies 
of the Republic. Under the scrutin de 
liste the Republican candidates in a depart- 
ment will be all on one ticket instead of by 
single districts, like our Presidential Elect- 
ors in a State, and if the department is Re- 
publican they will all be elected. It is possi- 
ble that by a combination of all the ele- 
ments of opposition on one ticket in a de- 
partment the Republicans might be defeated, 
but such an event could only happen in the 
future, and at a time when the Republican 
department majorities are much smaller than 
now, if such a time should evercome. It 
looks as if the French Republicans had 
erected a strong defense against their ene- 
mies.

Loro, June 8.—| Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune.}—The public is as much in the 
dark as ever regarding the Cabinet dissensions 
over the Crimes act, and tne only two outside 
indications which bave been given this even- 
ing exactly negative each other. Mr. 
Joseph Chamberiaia and Sir Charles Dilke, 
the Radical malcontents in the Cabinet, 
were both in their places onthe Treasury 
Bench this evening, from which fact it was in- 
ferred that the differences. had been patched 
up. But the fact that another Cabinet council 
bas been summoned for tomorrow in- 
dicates still more strongly that affairs are 
still unsettied. Every day of delay now 
strengthens the belief that the differences in 
the Cabinet are irreconciliabie. Mr. Gladstone 
was most anxious to meet the reassembied 
House last Thursday with a united Ministry, as 
there can be no hope for the Government's 
success in the measures which it has to put 
through for the remainder of the session if its 
own household is known to be divided against 
itself. The Premier himself, it is believed, 
would concede what the Radicals ask regard- 
mg the Government of Ireland for the sake of 
saving the other measures which are imperiled, 
but Earl Spencer, Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
and Mr. Trevelyan resolutely Oppose any con- 
cession, saying that the Radicals are clearly in 
a minority and must be madeto submit. Four 
working days of the House of Commons have 
now been wasted by the Cabinet deadlock, and 
every one believes that the crisis must cul- 
minate tomorrow. 

The Standard, however, says that Earl 
Spencer wanted the duration of the Crimes 
act to be three years, but a compromise 
on two years was agreed to. A bill 
drafted under Earl Spencer's direction has 
been considered by the Cabinet. It is a com- 
prehensive measure of local self-government 
for Ireland, including the abolition of the 
Viceroyalty. 

SCANDALOUSLY SLOW MAIL SERVICE. 

There is at last a prospect that something 
wili be done to improve the scandalously slow 
mall service on outgoing transatlantic steam- 
ers. Complaints against the service have been 
beard for years, and an active agitauon for 
reform has been in progress for several months. 
What the. merchants demand is the adop- 
tion of the American system of sending. 
the mails by the fastest ship that is starting 
when the maile are ready, instead of holding 
them over for hours or days to await the sail- 
ing of certain vessels. The post-office author 
ities suy that they are powerless to remedy the 
evil, as according to the law they are bound 
to give out contracts according to a 
certain routine. It is charged that the 
whole thing is in the power of a ring of 
steamship owners who compel the contracts to 
go to the vessels they designate by preventing 
the owners of other vessels from mak- 
ing bids. The Government is now moving 
in the matter and bas appointed a 
select committee to report upon the necessdry 
changes in the law to make the service effi- 
cient. The committee held its first meeting to- 
day, with Mr. W. C. Baxter in the chair, and 
will begin the taking of eviderce next Thurs- 
day. The first witness examined will be Mr.

Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, Under Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs, announced that the 
Government had received a communication 
from the Spanish Government of such a nature 
that it induced the hope that negotiations 
would be resumed for a commercial treaty 
between the two nations. 

THE AFGHAN QUESTION. 

The Afghan frontier convenuon between 
Engiand and Russia is ready for signatures. 
It was arranged that the representatives of the 
two Powers should sign the convention in Lon- 
don today, but the signing was subsequently 
postponed. The Russian Embassy officials as- 
sert that the delay is due to Hari Granville's 
asking fresh explanations concerning 
the points already accepted by Rus- 
sia. Complaints come from a foreign depart- 
ment at St. Petersburg that the breacn of dip- 
jomatic proprieties has been committed by the 
English Foreign Office tn compiling the recent 
Blue Book. The complainants say the docu- 
ments have been so “cooked” for presenta- 
tion to Parliament that the Russian Govern- 
ment will be compelied to publish a correct 
collection of the diplomatic correspondence. 

The English-Afgban Frontier Commission is 
moving to the Upper Paropamisus Mountains 
to avoid the heat. 

The Government of Herat, Afghanistan, bas 
pent men to fortify Balah-Kurghbab. 

Ad vioes from Merve are to the effect that the 
Russlaus are taking the greatest care to pre- 
vent foreigners communicating with Turco- 
mans, and have expelled Persians who were 
supposed to be corresponding with Afghans.

BRITISH GRAIN TRADE. 

The Mark Lane Express in its review of the 
British grain trade during the last week says: 
“A warm rainfali bas prevailed during the last 
two days and will prove of great benefit to veg- 
etation if it is followed by fine weather. Nearly 
all the crops are backward. The sales of En- 
glish wheat during the week were 42,209 quar- 
ters at 348. 60., against 44,561 quarters at 37s. 
during the corresponding period last year. 
There has been no trade in foreign wheat. In 
the off-coast market cargoes are difficult to 
clear. Fifty-six sailing vessels are due. At 
today’s market there was no demand. Trade 
was very dull. English wheat was slow of sale 
and is. cheaper; there was a similar reduction 
in foreign, with the exception of American, 
which is scarce and commands full prices. 
Flour was steady and 6d. cheaper. American 
corn was unchanged in price. 
was 6d. cheaper. Oats were 3@6d. lower, ex- 
cept American, which were unchanged.”’ 


DEATH OF A CELEBRATED SURGEON. 

James Moncrieff Arnott, F. R. S., the cele- 
brated Scotch surgeon, is dead, in his 92d year. 

James Moncrieff Arnott, F. R. S., son ot Robert 
Arnott Esq. of Chapel, in the County of Fife, was 
born in 1794. received his education at the High 
School and University of Edinburg, and there en- 
tered on the study of his profession, which he sub- 
sequentiy pursued in London, Paris, and Vienna. 
In 1817 he settied in London, was many years sur- 
geon to the Middlesex Hospital, and was Professor 
of Surgery in King’s College, London. In 1840 he 
was appointed one of the Council of the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons, and some years afterwards a 
member of the Court of Examiners of that body, of 
which he has been twice President. In 1860 he was 
elected representative of the college in the Gen- 
eral Council of Medical Education and Registration 
of the United Kingdom. These appointments he 
resigned in 1865, when he retired to his _paternal 
estate in Fifesbire. His chief professional contri- 
butions were papers read to the Royal Medical and 
Chirurgical Society of London, and published 
(eight in number) in their Transactions. The most 
valuable was that on the Secondary Effects of In- 

Veins” (1829), in which Mr. 
Arnott first directed attention to the very important 
subject of pywmia. }

Whedon, is pastor of the Thirty-seventh Street 
Methodist Episcopal Church in this city. 

[Dr. Whedon was born in Onondaga County, New 
York, March 20, 1808. After being graduated with 
high honors from Hamilton College, he began the 
study of law. Before completing his legal studies 
he came to the conclusion: to devote his life work 
to the Methodist Church, and accepted a position 
as teacher in the Oneida Conference Seminary, at 
Cazenovia, N. 1. He continued to prosecute this 
work until 1831, when he became a tutor in Hamil- 
ton College. Here he remained until 1833, when 


he was elected Professor of Ancient Languages 


and Literature in the Wesleyan University, a chair 
which he filled continuously for ten years. In 1843 
he abandoned this post for active pastoral work in 
the church, and two years later was chosen to fill 
the chair of Rhetoric, Logic, and History in the 
University of Michigan. He labored in this field 
for seven years. In 1856 the General Conference 
elected him editor of the Methodist Quarterly Review, 
the official organ of the church in America. He 

acted in this capacity for twenty-eight years. }

Reminiscences.

„Personal Memoirs will be published within 
afew months. The first volume is completed 
and the second nearly so. The extracts given 
show the work to be written in study and terse 
Anglo-Saxon, with here and there a touch of 


quiet humor. The dedication 1s in fac-simile 
of the General’s manuscript, and is as follows: 


These volumes are dedicated to the American 
soldier and sailor. U. S. GRANT. 
NEW YORK, May 23, 1888. 


Gen. Grant says, referring to his origin: 
„M family is American, and has been for 
generations, in all its branches, direct and col- 


lateral. Mathew Grant, the founder of the 


branch in America, of which I am a descend- 
ant, reached Dorchester, Mass., in May, 1630. 
In 1635 he moved to what is now Windsor, 
Conn., and was the surveyor of that colony for 
more than forty years. I am ot the eighth 
generation from Mathew Grant. Inthe fifth 
descending generation my great-grandfather, 
Noah Grant, an“ his younger brother, Solomon, 
‘held commissions in the English army in 1756, 
in the war against the French and Indians. 
Both were killed that year.“ 
WEST POINT LIFE. 

Writing of his West Pomt life, Gen. Grant 
Says: During my first year's encampment 
Gen. Scott visited West Point and reviewed 
the cadets. With his commanding figure, his 
quite colossa! size and showy uniform, I thought 
him the finest specimen of manhood my 
eyes had ever beheld, and the most to 
be envied. I could never resemble him in ap- 
pearance, but I believe I did have a presenti- 
ment tor a moment that some day I should oc- 
cupy his place on review, although I had no 
intention then of remaining in the army. I 
regarded Gen. Scott and Capt. C. F. Smith, 
the,commandant of cadets, ag the two men 
mostto be envied by the Nation. I was im- 
patient to get on my uniform and see how it 
looked; besides ‘probably wanting my school- 
mates—particularly the girls—to see me in it. 
But the conceit was knocked out of 
me by two little circumstances that happened 
soon after the arrival of the clothes and 
which gave me a distaste for military 
uniform that I never recovered from. 
Soon after the arrival of the suit I donned it 
and put off for Cincinnati on horseback. While 
Iwas riding along a street of that city, im- 
agining that every one was looking at me 
with a feelng akin to mine when 1 
first saw Gen. Scott, a little urchin, 
bareheaded, barefooted, with dirty and ragged 
pants heid up by a single gallus—that’s what 
suspenders were called then—and a shirt that 
bad not seen a washtub for weeks, turned to 
me and cried out: ‘Soldier, will you work? No, 
sir-ee; I'll sell my shirt first.’ ”’ 

The horse trade and its dire consequences 
were recalled to mind. 

HIS FIRST BATTLE. 

Relative to bis first battie during the Re 
bellion be says: “As soon asthe enemy saw 
us they decamped as fast as their horses would 
carry them. 1 kept my men in the ranks and 
forbade their entering any of the deserted 
houses or taking anything from them. We halted 
at night on the road and proceeded the next 
morning atan early your. Harris had been 
encamped ina creek-bottom for the sake of 
being near water. The hills on either side of 
the creek extend toa considerable hight, pos- 
sibly more than 100 feet. As we 
approached the brow of the hill from which it 
was expected we could see Harris’ camp and 
possibly find his men ready formed to meet us, 
my heart kept getting higher and higher until 
it felt to me as though it was 
in my throat. I would have given any- 
thing then to be back in Illinois, but 
as 1 had not the moral courage to halt 
and consider what to do. I kept right on. 
When we reached a point from which the val- 
ley below was in full view I halted. The place 
where Harris bad been encamped a few days 
before was still there, and the marks 
of a recent encampment were plainly visible, 
but the troops were gone. My heart returned 
to its place. It occurred to me at once that 
Harris bad been as much afraid of me as I 
had been of him. This was a view of the 
question I had never taken before, but it was 
one I never torgot afterward. From that 
event tothe close of the War I never expe- 
riencéd trepidation upon confronting an 


enemy.“ 
BLOODY SHILOH. 


In the chapter on Shiloh he writes: “Gen. 
Beauregard was next in rank to Johnston and 
succeeded to the command, which he retained 
to the close of the battle and dur 
ing the subsequent retreat on Corinth, 
as well as in the siege of § that 
place. His tacticog have been severely 
criticised by Confederate writers, but I do not 
believe his fallen chief could have done any 
better under the circumstances. Some of these 
critics claim that Shiloh was won when 
Johnston fell, and that if he bad not fallen the 
army under me would have been annihilated 
or captured. ‘Ifs’ defeated the Confederates 
at Shiloh. There is little doubt that we should 
have been disgracefully beaten ‘if’ all the 
shelis and bullets fired by us had passed harm- 
lesly over the enemy and ‘if’ all of theirs 
had taken effect. Commanding Generals are 
liable to be killed during engagements; and the 
fact that when he was shot Johnston 
was leading a brigade to induce it 
to make a charge which had been repeatedly 
ordered, is evidence that there was neither 
the universal demoralization on our side nor 
the unbounded contidence on theirs which has 
been claimed. There was, in fact, no hour 
during the day when I doubted the eventual 


defeat of the enemy, although I was disap- | 


pointed that reinforcements so near at hand 
did not arrive at an earlier hour. 

In an article on the battle of Shiloh which 
I wrote for the Century magazine I stated that 
Gen. A. McD. MoCook, who commanded a di- 
vision of lBuell’s army, expressed some 
unwillingness to pursue the enemy Mon- 
day, April 7, because of the condition 
of his troops. Gen. Badeau in his 
history also makes the same statement on my 
authority. Out of justice to Gen. McCook and 
his command I must say that they left a point 
twenty-two miles east of Savanna the 
morning of the 6th. From the heavy 
rains of a few days previous and the passage 
of trains and artillery the roads were neces- 
sarily deep in mud, which made marching slow. 
The division had not only marched through 
this mud the day before, but it had been in 
the rain all night without rest. It 
was engaged in the battle the second day, and 
did as good service as its position allowed. In 
fact, an opportunity occurred for it to per- 
form a conspicuous act of gallantry, which 
elicited the highest commendation from 
division commanders in the Army 
: Sherman, in both 
his Memoirs and report makes mention of 
this fact. Gen. McCook himself belonged to a 
family which furnished many volunteers to 
the army. I refer to these circumstances with 
minuteness because I did Gen. McCook injus- 
tice in my article in the Century, though 
not to the extent one would suppose 
from the public press. I am willing to do 
any one an injustice, and if convinced that I 
have done one I am always willing to make the 
fullest admission.

|) whom he never met until he galled to reesive 
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all there is of the narrative of Gen. Lee and the 
famous apple-tree. Wars produce many stories 
of fichon, some of which are told until they 
are believed. The War of the Rebellion was 
fruitful in the same way. The story of 
the apple-tree is one of those fictions 
with a slight foundation of fact. 
There was an apple-orobard on the side of the 
hill occupied by the Confederate forces. Run- 
ning diagonally up the hill was a wagon-road, 
which at one point ran very near one of 
the trees, so that the wheels on that 
side had cut off che roots of the 
tree, which made a little embankment, upon 
which Lee was sitting, with bis feet in the road, 
reclining against the tree. It was thence that 
be was cohducted into the house where I first 
met him.” 

After describing the meeting between him- 
self and Gen. Lee, and recounting the fact that 
he himself was in rough garb without sword, 
while the Confederate General was in full uni- 
form and wearing a sword of considerable 
value — very likely the sword presented to 
him by the State of Virginia — Gen. 
Grant says: Gen. Lee and I soon fell into a 
conversation about old army times. He re- 
marked that he remembered me very well in 
the old army, and I told bim as a matter of 
course I remembered him perfectly, but owing 
to the difference in years there being about 
sixteen years’ difference in our ages—and our 
rank I thought it very likely I had not at- 
tracted his attention sufficiently to be remem- 
bered after such a long period. Our conver- 
sation grew so pleasant 1 almost forgot the 
object of our meeting.” 

OTHER.MATTERS. 

Gen. Grant also gives a copy of his letter to 
Adjutant-General Thomas, dated at Galena, 
III., May 24, 1861, offering his services to the 
United States, and suggesting that he consid- 
ered himself competent to take command of a 
regiment. This letter was never replied to, 
and was for a long time lost among the papers 
of the War Office. 

Describing his command of the Division of 
the Mississippi, he tells how he met Secretary 
Stanton at Indianapolis, how they went to 
Louisville, and adds: Soon after we started 
the Secretary handed me two orders, say- 
ing 1 could take my choice of 
them. The two were identical except 
in one particular. Both created the Military 
Division of the Mississippi, giving me the com- 
mands composed of the Departments of the 
Ohio, the Cumberland, and the Tennessee 
and all the territory from the Alleghenies 
to the Mississippi River north of 
Banks’ command in the Southwest. One order 
left the department. commanders as they 
were, while the other relieved Rosecrans and 
assigned Thomas to his place. I accepted the 
latter.“

ut the Grand Opera-House is pure in 
tone without being obtrusive in morality, and 


is stirring in mcident without being burdened | 


with talk. There is some freshness, there is 
some feeling, and there is some originality in 
the story; the the characters are conceived— 
not dragged from the property-room of mem- 
ory. The lesson that is illustrated is that 
woman’s gentle nature may point out to 
tempted souls the path of duty and teach 
those that have fallen to rise once more to 
honor. To convey this moral without making 
the plot subservient to it, is no small triumph; 
and it is, therefore, only just to say oft Sealed 
Instructions” that it is a drama at once pure 
and interesting. 

The faults will be more apt to strike the re- 
flective mind of ‘criticism than to interfere 
with the appreciation of playgoers in general, 
with whom pleasure is obviously the first con- 
sideration. The main idea at once suggests

ber work make many technical objections sink 
into insignificance. It strikes one at first that 
there are too many inconsistent surprises in 
the development of the different characters, 
but on reflection it 1s difficult to point to an 
important instance where probability has been 
outraged or the modesty of nature over- 
stepped. Though her art be not the most fin- 
ished, ber instinct, it must be admitted, has 
admirably served her. : 

A word as to the outlines of the plot: Lord 
Rochester is discovered in the library of the 
British Embassy at Paris. He receives a packet 
of sealed instructions from the home Govern- 
ment containing information which would be 
of great importance on the Bourse. A wily 
French broker induces Lord Rochester's son 
Lionel, who is involved in debt, to abstract the 
packet from asafe. In doing this the latter 
leaves tell-tale evidence behind him in a 
piece of torn cloth. The expedient by 
which the theft is discovered is rather 
trite, but fortunately the interest of the play 
does not turn on this pivot. Katharine Ray is 
a governess in the family and is a daughter of 
Lord Rochester’s eldest son, who nas been cast 
off for marrying a woman beneath him in sta- 
tion. The drama shows bow she wins her way 
as a dependent into ber grandfather's heart, 
how she saves Lionel’s frivolous French wife 
from taking a false and irretrievabie step, and 
how she teaches Lionel bimself to redeem his 
honor when his disgrace is revealed to all. 
This character is not so fully drawn ag its 
importance justifies, and is fragrantly sug- 
gestive rather than deeply impressive. The 
manner in which the packet is recovered is 
quite ingenious, even if the device appears to 
be slightly forced. Lionel gets his young 
daughter to address the wrapper to his confed- 
erate; but she, in a moment of forgetfuiness, 
substitutes her lover's name, and so the honor 
of tne family is saved. The love affair of 
Katharine and Guy Dunbar commands sym- 
pathetic interest. 

Miss Jessie Millward, who assumed the role 
of the governess, was inclined in the beginning 
to be too melodramatic in her expression of 
emotion; but in the one fine opportunity which 
is given her for acting—the rejection of a love 
that takes the form of pity—she showed true 
sensibility and visibiy touched the audience. 
She won much favor, too, by ber pieasing per- 
sonal appearance and the graceful and simple 
way in which she dressed the part. Her air of 
refinement is one of her ‘chief charms as an 
actress. Mr. H. M. Pitt, who is an old ac- 
quaintance as the hero of Tue Rajah,” 
was very happy in delineatimg the cynical 
humor of a man of the world. If his subse- 
quent display of emotion was ineffective it was 
because of the quick transition of feeling de- 
manded of him by the authoress. Herbert 
Kelcey as Guy Dunbar was best when most 
subdued. It must occur to him, as it surely 
did to the audience, that anger is not expressed 
with the same freedom when its object isa 
woman as it 1s when resentment is direct- 
ed against a man. His tone in 
the passionate scene with Mrs. Haurbton 
should be more repressed and less suggestive 
of selfishness devoid of consideration. Pretty 
Annie Russell realized the character of Ada to 
the eye. Her girlish petulance in the first act 
lacked spontaneity; her naiveté in the second 
was altogether charmmg. Harry Edwards 
made a dignified Lord Dorchester; ana Mr. H. 
C. De Mille played the old servant of 
the family with modesty and discretion. 
Miss Mathilda Madison had an ungrateful part 
in Mrs. Lionel Haughton. At the same time 
the tinge of vulgatity she gives the assump- 
tion is uncalied for in merely depicting frivol- 
ity. The other characters were in good hands, 
save that Mr. Ramsay saw fit to make Gerald 
Dunbar unnecessarily boobyish. 

The setting was the best that the Grand 
Opera-House has given ary play for a long 
time, and there were several calls (to which he 
did not respond) for Mr. Burridge, the artist of 
the theatre. The audience was thoroughly in 
sympathy with the play. the curtain being lift- 
ed three times at the close of tne third act.

It can truthfully be claimed of the summer 
resort upon the Lake-Front that it is the best 
ventilated opera-house or theatre in the world.

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NEARLY WIPED OUT—A LUNATIC-ASYLUM 
HORROR—NARROW ESCAPES AT A TENE-

None of the male wards were burned, they 
being located in buildings partly disconnected 
from those destroyed, and a strong wind blow- 
ing from them. The total loss is estimated at 
from „000 to $140,000. The insurance is 
about 000. The fire is believed to have re- 
sulted from some trouble with the electric- 
light wires, as it was first discovered where the 
wires entered the right wing of the building. 

Jersey City, N. J., June 8.—A fire broke 
out early this morning in the double frame ten- 
ement house, No. 262 Railroad avenue. There 
were six families in the building, the members 
of which were asleep at the time. The 
stimme smoke fortunately aroused one 
of the inmates, who instantly gave the 
alarm. All succeeded in reaching 
the street, except one old lady named Margaret 
Hardy, who, when the flames were extih- 
guished, was found in an upper roomin an un- 
conscious condition. She was taken to the 
hospital. Many of the attendants bad a nar- 
row escape, and some of them received slight 
injuries by having to jump from the windows.

BUFFALO, N. T., June 8.—[Speclal. Coal 
freights were in a rather peculiar condition.

The Pennsylvania 
Coal Company reported the charter of the Anchor 
Line prop Conestoga for Chicago at 65 cents, the 
Delaware & Hudson people gave out the en- 
gagement of the Western Line prop Albany, also 
for Chicago, at ithe same rate. The 
sehr C. H. Johnson, which comes light 
from Cleveland, likewise was by the coal men said 
to have been taken for Milwaukee at 65 cents. In-

and that was the understanding 
case of the Conestoga. The Freight 
of the Western line says that 
no rate was made on the Albany, 
the understanding being that she was to receive the 
prevailing rate, ‘There is good reason to believe 
that the Johnson’s charter was at the old rate. 
The stmr D. W. Rust and consort D. K. Clint, and 
the Fred Kelley and consort M. KR. Warner were 
reported from Cleveland last Friduy as placed 
from this port for Mülvaukee at 70 cents. The 
party who took the Warner at that time cannot 
now load ber and she was today taken of his 
hands by another shipper, who says that 
he is to pay her 70 cents. 
This looxs like a pertinent admission under the 
circumstances. A prominent vessel agent stated 
that he today placed the Rust and Clint flat for 
Milwaukee at 70 cents. This would appear to be 
to the point, and would establish the going rate. 
Shippers, it would seem, made u desperate effort 
to cut rates by means of their recent agreement, 
but they evidently have not.made much headway 
yet. Tonnage is very scarce, and vesselmen 
are inclined to think that if they hang 
together they may sectire an advance in- 
stead of submitting to a decline. The 
stmr D. Ballentine and consort Northwest 
arrived yesterday afternoon and will probably be 
sent to Ashtabula for cargoes if they cannot get as 
good us 70 cents here. Thestmr Nahant was con- 
ditionally engaged last Friday to load here for Mil- 
waukee at 70 cents, and the deal was completed to- 
day at that figure. Other charters were the sch: 
Riverside for Toledo and the Owasco for San- 
dusky at 25 cents. Canal freights hang at the old 
rates, 844 cents on wheat and 3 cents on corn for 
New York. Shipments continue light. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Judge Blodgett nanded down an important de- 
Cision yesterday. In July, 1884, the canal- boat Mon- 
itor, laden with corn, sprung a leak in the IIIinois & 
Michigan Canal and was sunk about twenty miles 
from Chicago, The Union Insurance Company 
held a risk on the cargo and refused to pay the 
loss, claiming the boat was unseaworthy. Testi- 
mony on behalf of the plaintiff, George F. Brown, 
showed that about two hours before the boat sunk 
she received a slight jar, as if striking on a log. 
Soon after she was discovered leaking, and, not- 
withstanding the efforts of the pumps to keep her 


Afloat. she went to the bottom and doth 
cargo and boat became 4 total loss. 
The hull was insured in the Continental and 


the loss was promptly paid. The testimony offered 
on behalf of the insurance company was to the ef- 
fect that the boat was rotten and unfit to carry 
grain. The court held that there is an implied 
warranty in every contract of marine insurance, 
whether on hull! or cargo, that the carrier vessel is 
seaworthy, and when any vessel without encoun- 
tering any extraordinary peril is lost it is pre- 
sumptive evidence of unseaworthiness. It is the 
duty of the assured to prove that the vessel was 
seaworthy and was lost or injured by one of the 
perils insured against. This, the Judge heid, had 
not been done in this case, and pronounced for the 
defendants. Schuyler & Kremer appeared for the 
insurance company.

PORT NOTES. 

A fresh northerly wind approaching the velocity 
ofa gaie prevailed throughout Sunday night and 
lasted until yesterday afternoon. 

A dispatch from Manistee last night stated that 
the schr Rob Roy, which collided with the barge 
Luckey, had arrived there with her jibboom and 
headgear gone and would make repairs. 

At 8 o'clock Sunday night the prop Favorite and 
tow of barges left for Menominee. When abreast 
of Waukegan the tow-line parted and the. barges 
broke adrift. They were driven up the lake by the 
brisk northerly wind and arrived back yesterday 
morning. 

O. B. Mullen received a telegram from Manitowoc 
yesterday stating that his vessel, the Emily B. 
Maxwell, was lying off that port fiying a signal of 
distress. A tug had gone to her assistance. A 
later dispatch stated that she had lost ber centre- 
board and would go imto dock at Manitowoc for re- 
pairs. 

The old schr J, F. Tracy, built in 1855, narrowly 
escaped disaster during Sunday night’s blow. She 
left port, without cargo, early in the evening and 
soon after encountered heavy weather and sprung 
aleak. Yesterday morning she staggered back into 
harbor halt full of water and seemingly in a sink- 
ing condition. 

Last evening the barge A. W. Luckey was towed 
into port in a disabled condition. Yesterday morn- 
ing, while off Milwaukee, she was run into by the 
schr Rob Roy, which struck her forward ot the 
foremast and cut her down to the water’s edge. 
The tull extent of the damage will not be known 
until her cargo is discharged. 


ANOTHER SCHOONER MISSING. 

EAST SAGINAW, Mich., June 8.—([Special.]—A 
week ago yesterday the schooner Maggie D. left 
this port with lumber and merchandise for Heis- 
terman Island, in Saginaw Bay. Nothing has been 
heard from her since, and it is believed that she 
has met with disaster. She was commanded by 
Capt. Desrosia.

PORT OF MILWAUKEE. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., 
northeast gale early this morning was very severe 
in this vicinity, and there are fears that disasters 
have occurred which are not yet reported, The 
stmr City of Milwaukee, with her 300 excursion- 
ists, arrived from Chicago at 9 o'clock, after being 
out thirteen hours. She was at times unable to 
head into the heavy sea, and one time ran thirteen 
miles before it. All the excursionists were very 
sick and badly scared. 

The steam-barge Lincoln and consort Lisgar, 
wheat-laden, from Chicago for Montreal, put back 
here from Big Point Au Sable. The Lisgar was 
badly shaken up and made considerable water, and 
it was feared that the cargo had been damaged. 
Her master noted a protest, and a survey was made 
of the vessel. She has leaked but little since ar- 
riving here, but will remain until morning, as her 
ng is disposed to take out her cargo and dock 

er. 

The schr Jamaica, eorn- laden, from Chicago, also 
ran back from Au Sable, She came in badly list- 
ed, having shifted her cargo, and it was trimmed 
here. Her Captain dges not believe that der car- 
gois damaged. The. Jamaica narrowly escaped 
colliding with a big vessel running back. 

The schr M. L. Collins arriyed with part of her 
deck-load gone, and the sohrs Selt and Boaz lost 
their mainsails. 

A survey was held on the wrecked barge L. C. 
Butts today. She will require twelve new frames, 
entire new keel, and almost entire new bottom 
plank. H damages are estimated at $5,000, 
which, with her wrecking bills, the value of her 
jettisoned cargo, and the damage to the Rust and 
Clint, will make the total damage through the dis- 
aster fully $10,000.

A LITTLE STRIKE. 


BALTIMORE & OHIO TELEGRAPH MESSEN- 
GERS TRY TO MAKE TROUBLE} 

When the forty or fifty messenger-boys em- 
ployed at the Board of Trade. office of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph Company reported 
for duty this morning their first act, instead of 
starting out to deliver messages at their usual 
frantic speed, was to inaugurate a full-fledged 
strike. They refused to carry telegrams as 
usual, and, in the words of their ringleader, 
declared that they had no further use for the 
company. Their ultimatum having been de- 
livered, they were informed by the company 
that their sentiments were reciprocated. The 
company then sent for a numberof A. D. T. 
boys, who appeared on the scene, but met 


with such a warm reception from tiie 
strikers that it was found neces- 
sary to send for R patrol- wagon. 


The reoeption given them seems to have con- 
vinced the new boys that the work would not 
be congeniat, and they were not at all anxious 
to accept the overtures of the company. The 
strikers remained victors on the fieid of strife, 
and about 10 o’clock a compromise was made, 
the boys going back to work, with the excep- 
tion of about half a dosen who were stig- 
matized as ringleaders by the company and 
discharged. 

A TRIBUNE reporter applied to J. D. Clarke, 
Assistant Superintendent of the company, for 
information ing the outbreak. He 
stated that he knew nothing about the affair 
and referred the reporter to the delivery clerk, 
who, he said, would know all about it.“ He 
said about forty boys had struck because J. M. 
Kelly. his predecessor, bad been discharged. 
He was a favorit with the boys, who had struck 
out of sympathy with him. The boys had been 
taken back at the same wages as they had been 
receiving. Most of them receivea $18 a month 
and a few of them $15. 

One of the strikers who had been taken back 
into the fold said that the boys struck 
„ eause Kelly was bounced, an’ the kids all 
liked him. He didn’t ask us to—we just did it 
on our own book. Then the company got a lot 
of District fellers an’ we bad a big fight. One 
ot our fellers hit a District feller in the stom- 
ick wid a brick, an’ they quit the job. We're 
all back now an’ workin’, ‘cept six or seven of 
the kids as was bounced. I git $15 a month an’ 
work two nichts a week. Naw, never heard of 
any of the fellers gittin’ more an $15, cept 
one or two of the boys on Change. Probably 
they'll bounce the whole of us tomorrer. They 
didn’t say nothing bout raisin’ our pay.” 

Kelly, the discharged delivery clerk, said that 
he received his notice of discharge Saturday 
night, together with the request that ne break 
in” his successor. When the %oys heard 
of it they struck. He had nothing whatever 
to do with their course of accion, and had ad- 
vised them not to strike. There were fifty-one 
boys, ten of whom bad been receiving $18 per 
month and the rest $15 per month. There was 
some trouble about his bond. This and 
the desire of the company to economize 
were the causes of his being discharged. His 
bond was perfectly good, but the company 
wouldn’t atcept it because it didn’t want to 
keep him. He had been getting $70 per month, 
while his successor was getting $455 per month. 
The company was economizing in every way 
possible. It had a contract with the Board of 

Trade based on the understanding that no op- 
erators would be allowed on the floor. It there- 
fore went to a great expense in renting and 
fixing up the whole east side of the seventh 
floor the entire depth of the building. It was 
only afew weeks after the opening of the 
board before the operators were admitted to 
the fluor, and instead of cutting out the West- 
ern Union the Baltimore & Ohio had been bad- 
ly left, as the entire establishment up-stairs 
was unnecessary. Therefore it was cutting 
down expenses. The boys when taken back 
were promised $20 a month.

floodgates of immorality; 

Resolved, That the occasion calls for energetic 
protest and prompt action on the part of not only 
the Christian but of All law-abiding citizens who 
love the peace and welfare of the community as 


that peace and welfare are conserved and advanced 


by the quiet and sanctity of the Sabbath. 

Resolved, That the effort inaugurated to resist in 
the courts the encroachments on the good order 
and sacredness of the Sabbath will receive the 
cordial sympathy and codperation of this confer- 
ence. 

Father Maloney, a converted Cat holic priest, 
who is now on his way to Ireland, where he 
will do missionary work, addressed the meet- 
ing. He stated that he had been laboring to 
effect conversions to Protestantism ever since 
bis own conversion two years and a half ago, 
and that there were at least 10,000 Cathouics in 
Chicago who could be converted provided steps 
were taken to reach them.

Hyde, Dr. Little, and Dr. Williams reported 
resolutions condemning the use of the city 
parks for Sunday horse-racing, the running of 
extra horse-cars and railroad-trains for these 
Sebbath amusements and boulevard-driving 
the Lord’s Day. The latter, Dr. Hyde thought, 
however, was an evil which could not be rem- 
edied. After considerable discussion it was 
decided to simpiy pass a resolution proposing to 
unite with all good citizens in legal measures 
calculated to put an end to Bunday racing, and 
Dr. Goodwin and Mr. Moore were appointed a 
committee to represent the body in the matter. 
A protest was also drawn up and signed, au- 
dressed to the West Division Street Railway 
Company, deprecating the running of extra 
cars Sunday for the purpose of taking people 
to these races, which will be presented to the 
Officials of the company by the Moderator. 

The ministers’ memorial had not yet reached 
its destination when a reporter saw Mr. Jones, 
President of the West Division Railway Com- 
pany, yesterday afternoon, and that official 
seemed very loath to consider a hypothetical 
case, based on the probability of its arriving 
soon. |

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Senator H. M. Teller of Colorado was asked 
his opinion at the Grand Pacific yesterday on 
the rumored compromise between the Admin- 
istration and the silyer men. “If the Admin- 
istration will make half the effort to put the 
silver out,” de repuled, as to depreciate it, 
there would be no trouble with it accumulat- 
ing in the Treasury.

SENATOR RUGER. 
HE IS APPOINTED GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT 
OF THE WEST SIDE PARKS. 

Senator Henry Ruger was yesterday ap- 
pointed General Superintendent of Parks by 
the Board of West Park Commissioners. Com- 
missioner McGrath stated that for the last two 
Sundays there had been a great deal of vandal- 
ism in Douglas Park. He had spoken to the 
Superintendent about it, and also to the park 
policemen. No notice was taken of his orders, 
and be thought it high time that a man should 
be appointed who would see that the parks 
should not be despoiled of all their beauty. He 
therefore seconded the motion which Commis- 
sioner Clark had previously made—to elect a 
new General Superintendent. 

Ruger was elected by a vote of 3 to 0, Kohl- 
saat and Rahlfs not voting, 

Before the motion was put Kohlsaat went 
out of the room and beckoned to Rahifs, who 
was presiding, to follow. In this way he hoped 
to break up the quorum. Rahifs refused to do 
so, and declared Ruger eiected. Kohlsaat, 
who had left the room, returned and said, ex- 
citedly: ‘**Gentlemen, I give you notice 
that this election will not stand for more than 
two weeks.“ 

President Clark: This board does not need 
instruction from you, sir, nor from any one 
else. It is a noticeable fact that the question 
of nationality enters into All the actions of the 
board. There are four German Commissioners 
and three who are Americans. As a rule, the 
vote is decided in just that proportion. The 
Germans vote together and the Americans do 
the same. This was what Commissioner Kohl- 
saat meant when he said that the election 
would not stand for more than two weeks. 

The secretary reported that ex-Collector 
Casselman had paid him $10,000 on account 
last Friday, and had agreed to pay him the bal- 
ance the next day. He failed to keep his agree- 
ment, notwithstanding the fact that he (Cassel- 
man) had been paid in full by Supervisor Paul- 
sen. The board decided to instruct their at- 
torney to begin suit against Casselman at once 
for the sum due them, which amounts to $7,500. 


THE POST-OFFICE, 
NO APPOINTMENTS. 

Postmaster Judd failed to announce any ap- 
pointments yesterday, though it was rumored 
that he was engaged in work of that sort. 
During the afternoon he closeted himself in 
his office and declined to be seen by any more 
delegations or any one else who did not desire 
to see him on Post-Office business. A part of 
the time he was so secluded he wrote a com- 
munication which was sent to the City Coun- 
cil last night.

RAILWAY MAIL CLERKS. 

Superintendent White of the rallway mail 
service has forwarded to General-Superintend- 
ent Jobn Jameson, at Washington, a report of 
the examinations made in his division during 
the month of May. The report contains the 
following figures: Number of permanent rail- 
way postal clerks examined, 259; number of 
probationary clerks examined, 44; total, 303. 
Cards handied, 413,380; cards distributed cor- 
rectly, 382.478; average per cent correct, 92.52. 
Lowest per cent made, permanent, 14.20; low- 
est percent made, probationary, 4.46. Fifty- 
seven clerks made less than 90 per cent.

SPELING REFORM ASOCIATION. 
. New Tonk. June 6.—The tenth annual sesion 
of the Speling Reform Asociation will be held 
at New Haven, Con., in the Sloan Laboratory, 
Yale Colege, begining Thursday, July 9, 1885, at 
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Washburn WillMiscellane- 
ous Items. , 


Justice Harlan yesterday morning decided a 
number of cases which he heard two weeks ago. 
The principal one was that of James J. Hill against 
thé Chicago & Evanston Railroad Company, which 
was a bill to compel the transfer to him of a large 
amount of stock in the company. About 1880 
Stickney & Co., contractors, agreed to give W. C. 
Goudy $25,000 if he would secure the right of way 
for the road to Calvary Cemetery and to buy cer~- 

tain stock in the road for $30,000 more. The 
agreement was not kept by either party, and the 
stock was conveyed to the North Chicago City 
Raiiway Company by the trustee in whose hands it 
had been placed. Hill claimed to be assignee of 
Stickney & Co. and entitled to the stock. The 
Judge dismissed the case as to John De Koven, the 
trustee, V. C. Turner, W. C. Goudy, George Chand- 
ler, the North Chicago City Railway Company, and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway Compa- 
ny, holding they could not be held liable under the 
evidence. As to Goudy there was a question as to 
whether he might not be able fora money de- 
cree, but the bill only asked for a transfer of stock 
and hence was not broad enough in its scope to in- 
clude any other relief inconsistent therewith. It 
was shown, however, that the Chicago & Evanston 


Road was enjoying the right of way purchased with 
Stickney & Co.’s money, and it was repugnant to 
the first principles of equity that they should keep 
the land and yet not refund the money. The case 
would, therefore, be referred to a Commissioner 
to state an account to ascertain the amount of 
funds of A. B. Stickney & Co. furnished to Goudy 
and used by him in the purchase of right of way. 

The case of the People of Illinois aguinst the Lili- 
nois Central Rallway Company came up on a mo- 
tion to amend the information by making four other 
railroad companies defendants and introducing a 
number ot new questions. The original case was 
to assert the right of the State to the bed of Lake 
Michigan east of the 200 teet right of way granted 
te the Illinois Central Road. The Judge said that 
the amendments, if allowed, would make entirely a 
new case, and he did not think them proper to be 
made. He would, however, allow the Canal Com- 
missioners of the Illinois & Michigan Canal to be 
made co-complainants, as they claimed to have an 
interestin the property on behalf of the State. 

In the case of Martha A. Walker against George 
C. Rand and others a question of jurisdiction of the 
Federal courte was raised. This was a bill to re- 
cover dower in a valuable piece of property on 
Randolph street, occupied by J. W. Doane & 
Co. A motion to remand the case was made 
on the ground that the real parties to the contro- 
versy were residents of Illinois. Rand was the 
legal 8 but it was admitted he only held it 
for Doane. The Judge said that even though the 
parties consented to the Federal Court taking 
jurisdiction, or failed or neglected to take ad- 
vantage of the want of jurisdiction, the Federal 
Judge was bound of his own motion to first inquire 
into the question of jurisdiction, and, if 
that was wanting, to dismiss the case. 
In the present instance the question 
bad been passed on once, and the motion to re- 
mand denied, but on the trial evidence was intro- 
duced showing that the Federal Court nad jurisdic- 
tion, and the court was therefore obliged toremand 
the cause even after hearing. 

In the case of Hervey against the Illinois Mid- 
land Railway Judge Harlan entered a decree of 
foreclosure giving a right to sell the consolidated 
road or the branches separately, but if the 
amounts paid did not reach a certain upset price 
the court was to be at liberty to disallow the sale. 


A QUESTION OF MARINE INSURANCB. 


Judge Blodgett yesterday morning decided the 
case of George F. Brown against the Union Insur- 
ance Company to recoveran insurance police on 
5.800 bushels of corn, the cargo of the canalboat 
Monitor. The boat in July last took on a cargo of 
corn to be carried from Morris, III., to Chicago, 
but she was sunk near Cook’s bridge, about twenty 
miles from Chicago. The company refused to 
pay the loss on the ground that the 
canalboat was unseaworthy, and the owner brought 
suit. The Judge held that the taking out of a ma- 
rine policy was an implied guaranty that the vessel 
was sound at the time and that the onus of the 
proof, when a loss occurred without the 
intervention ot any apparent peril of the 
sea, was on the “plaintiff to show that 
the seaworthy at the 
ception of the risk, and that the loss was due 
to a peril insured against. Under the evidence it 
must be held that the vessel was unseaworthy at 
the time the policy was issued,and the finding 
would be in tavor of the pet weg Dat the latter 
would be required to return the premtum paid and 
whatever salvage it had received. 


A VACILLATING JUROR REBUKED, 


The case of H. C. Taylor against Oscar Field, 
before Judge Smith, came toa rather abrupt and 
unexpected termination yesterday morning. It 
was a suit to recover $600 under peculiar circum- 
stances. Field some time ago signed a written 
| application for a loan of $20,000 from Taylor, and 
the interest and principal notes were made out 
and signed together with the trust deed, 
but for some reason Taylor’s attorney failed 
to pass on the title until the first 
semi-annual interest coupon came due. Field de- 
manded the money but Taylor refused to give it 
until the interest was paid, though it was admitted 
Field had not had the use of the money. Field re- 
fused to pay and Taylor brought suit. The case 
was tried last week, and yesterday morning the 
jury brought in a sealed verdict for $480 for the 
plainti®. This was signed by all the jurors, but on 
the clerk polling them, one of the jurors supposed 
the verdict was to be for $400, and duly agreed to 
that amount. The Judge thereupon gave him a 
lecture for his carelesness, or something worse, 
and discharged him from further service, and the 
rest of the jury from the case, and ordered it to be 
put on the next calendar for another trial. 


THE WASHBURN WILL. 


The will of the late Emory Washburn, who died 
at Cambridge, Mass., May 25, was proved yesterday 
in the Probate Court. The property is valued at 
$40,000, including an interest in the north half of 
Lot 23, Block 98, in School Section Addition to Chi- 
cago. The major part of this interest is devised 
to testator’s sister, Mrs. Samuel Batchelder of 
Cambridge, and his brother, the Rev. Alfred F. 
Washburn of the same place, also receives a frac- 
tional share. The personal property is bequeathed 
to the same brother and sister. The testator ex- 
presses his desire that no inventory of his estate 
be made or published beyond what is needful to 
assist his relatives in administering the estate. 
Walter Hay, M. D., of Chicago is executor.
